FRANKFORT POLITICAL GOSSIP. 

Frankfort. Ky, Jan. 21.— From a 
political polot of view Frensfort I* an 
exceedingly tlvelv place, but commer- 
cially speaking tbe town doe* no', ap- 
pear much ahead of Stanford, although 
twice a* large. 

Tbe General A**embly after experi- 
encing Internal di««entloo of a rslber 
serious character ha* about quieted 
down to strs'gbtforward bu*loe»s aod 
some legislation I* looked for during 
tbe next monlb Something like 250 
bill* have been Introduced, and of this 
uoosually large number, only ooe baa 
pa**ed tbe senate and one tbe Hou.6, 
but oot a tingle bill ha* yet pa*«ed 
both bouse*. 

There are four bill* wblcb It seems 
certain will become law* wltbln tbe 
oourte of two week*. All of tDem are 
of great Importance and tbelr patsage 
will be received with gratification all 
over tbe State. They are tbe world’* 
fair bill, appropriating (75,000 to tbe 
St. Louis exposition; tbe Jobosoo bill 
appropriating (1,000.000 for a new State 
capitol building; the Heflin disfran- 
chising bill, prohibiting Igooraot sod 
Illiterate Negroes from voting aod the 
C'aotrlll school book bill. All faction* 
have been harmonious lo tbe discus- 
sloo of all bills except tbe tcbool book 
bill, wblcb ha*, figuratively speaking, 
stirred up the animals. 

During recent sessions lo tbe psst, 
the Seoate has been held responsible 
for tbe failure to p.ss tcbool book leg- 
islation and tbe leaders lo tbe Bouse 
this time, fearing tbe same trouble, 
forced tbe Senate Into action by tbe 
passage of a joint caucus resolution re- 
quiring a majority of tbe members of 
tbe General Assembly instead of a ma- I 
jorltv of each Bouse necessary to make I 
a joint call on the school book question. 
Maoy of tbe Senators objected to this 
method, declaring It revolutionary aod 
for tbe purpose of throttling tbe Seo- 
ate. Tbe morolog following the joint 
caucus Cantrlll Introduced bis bill lo 
tbe Seoate and Immediately following 
It* required readings, tbe Upper Bouse 
passed tbe bill bv a unanimous vote. It 
then dawned upon the Bouse that tbe 
Senate bad stoleo tbe much coveted 
thunder, but there wss nothing left but 
insincerity If tbe House failed to pas* 
It, becau*e the bill was In reality.* fine 
ooe. Tbe House committee ha* report 
ed the bill favorably with a few mloor 
amendment* aod It will become a law 
Just before tbe passage of tbe bill io 
tbe Seoate Cantrlll delivered a sensa- 
tional speech denouncing the admlol* 
trailoo at Frankfort io tbe bitterest 
laoguage conceivable aod insinuated 
that several men lo blgb place* were 
selling out regularly to tbe book trusts 
No ooe thought be bad any strength 
until tbe roll was called wblcb showed 
a unanimous vote. 

In reply to tbe charges made against 
Gov Beckbam be sect a commuolc* 
tlon to tbe House, which denounced 
Cantrlll In as strong terms an Cantrlll 
bad previously denounced bim In tbe 
letter tbe Governor stated that he wa* 
not and would not be a candidate for 
the U. S. Senate two years hence, ai 
though be bad been created a caodl 
date. However, even tbe Bouse turn- 
ed to the Cantrlll measure and in poll 
Itig the vole asking for It* Immediate 
consideration, tbe result stood *53 to 13 
In favor of the Cantrlll measure. 

The administration does not want 
the Cantrlll bill passed because hereto- 
fore be has been fighting school book 
legislation and many tblnk It Is not 
right for tbe bill to bear bis name, but 
that those wbo have been working dil- 
igently for six year* should have the 
credit. J- A.
